It has been well known for a long time that a certain 
institution downtown on Ste. Anne St. would not exist were 
It not for the exuberant and zestful cooperation lavished on 
it by the tenants of Brittain Hall (and to a lesser extent, those 
of Stewart and Laird). In short, the wide spread patronage of 
|oe's by **Mac'' students has made of it one of the most 
flourishing enterprises on the Lakeshore, not to speak of 
Ste. Anne itself. We don't wish to imply that the benefit 
is all one way — )oe's does provide a very important public 
tervice to *'Mac'' students, make no mistake about it. joe's 
does have a product which caters to the psychological well- 
being of the students. But it is true that the benefits Joe's 
snd *'Mac*' students derive from each other are far from 
reciprocal. As we've said, the prosperity of Joe's, and indeed 
of Ste. Anne itself, is directly dependent on *'Mac'\ We sug- 
gest, therefore, that Joe's shows a greater sense of commu- 
nity responsibility. Specifically we suggest that Joe's make 
it financially possible for more students to attend **Mac". This 
will not only produce more teachers, farmers, and cooks, but 
would also contribute to the prosperity of Joe's and thus 
of Ste. Anne by providing a larger clientele. We suggest also 
that Joe's endow a research fund at ''Mac" so that much 
more effort can go into producing better ale, etc. This would 
not only be a contribution to our store of knowledge, but 
would also mark ''Mac" as a pioneer in making the latest 
in academic research available to more consumers and of 
course this will mean a larger clientele for Joe's as well. 

We would like to rise above petty provincialism and 
i^uggest benefits to the nation as well. By making it possible 
for more students to attend "Mac" and thus frequent Joe's; 
proprietors and students would make a significant contribu- 
tion to the reduction of the overwhelming Canadian wheat 
surplus. We could extend this line of reasoning further, but 
lack of space forbids. In short, we suggest that the adoption 
of our proposals by the proprietors would rebound to the 
credit of Joe's itself, the immediate community, and Canada 
at large.
